The fine parish church, presbytery, 
and convent of Notre Dame, and about four 
hundred houses were completely destroyed.

Ottawa, June 6.

The worst storm within the history of liv- 
ing man struck Ottawa district at noon to- 
day.

THE ELECTIONS. 


The announcement of the elections to the 
North-West legislature has been the signal 
for the commencement of what will doubt- 
less be a lively campaign. The time could 
scarcely be better. Seeding is over and hay- 
ing will not begin until well after election 
day. In the large majority of constituencies 
the time between the issue of the writs and 
the date of the election is ample to allow all 
electors a full opportunity to make up their 
minds regarding the merits of the respective 
candidates, and the various lines of policy 
advocated by each. In this district, owing 
te its large extent and widely scattered set- 
tlemento, the case is somewhat different, but 
even here there is little reason to complain. 
An election contest necessarily causes dis- 
turbance of business and the longer drawn 
out the contest to greater the disturbance ; 
so that ae long as time enough is left for 
candidates to place their views before the 
public and for electors to make up their 
minds the shorter the time the better. 


Owing to the fact that the late government 
of the North-West has ceased to exist and 
that it has not been made plain exactly what 
the new government will be there is to some 
extent a lack of definite issues fixed in the 
public mind, upon which electors usually 
differ and support opposing candidates rep- 
resenting those differences of opinion. It re- 
sponsible local local government had been 
absolutely denied the North-West a square 
issue would have been presented for the con- 
sideration of the people at the polls. It has 
not been absolutely denied, and the question 
now is not, are we to continue under bu- 
reaucratic government, but, Are the people 
satisfied with the half measure accorded 
them, or do they demand a fiull measure? 
On the stand taken by the representatives 
shortly to be elected will depend whether the 
measure of responsible government accorded 
shall be expanded until the people’s repre- 
sentatives shall have full control of the peo- 
ple’s affuirs, or shall be allowed to sink into 
the condition in which it has hitherto been, 
with the representatives ot the people merely 
playing at government. 


Intimately connected with the question of 
responsible government is the matter of the 
control of the money annually voted by the 
federal parliament for expenses of govern- 
ment in the North-West, in the nature of a 
provincial subsidy. As is well known, when 
the four original provinces of confederation 
united they gave up to the federal authority 
their revenues derived from customs duties 
and internal revenue taxes. In considera- 
tion of this they were allowed a certain sub- 
sidy, from the federal treasury towards 
bearing the expenses of their local govern- 
ments. As the ether provinces, including 
Manitoba, joined they were allowed similar 
terms. When the older provinces joined 
their debts were assumed by the federal 
authority,and when Manitoba was organized, 
having no debt, a sum was placed to ite 
credit to balance its share of the indebted- 
ness of the other provinces, which by enter- 
ing confederation it assumed. Interest is 
paid by the federal to the provincial govern- 
ment on this amount in addition to the ordi- 
nary subsidy. In all the older provinces the 
public lands belong to the province and are 
administered for the benefit of the provincial 
treasury. In Manitoba as in the North-West 
the public land is in the bands of the federal 
government. In compensation for this Man- 
itoba receives an annual payment of $100,000 
from that government. These are all fixed 
sume, payable at fixed times and under the 
sole control of the provincial governments. 
The money annually voted by parliament for 
expenses of government in the North - west 
io in lieu of these sums paid to the various 
provinces, its amount depends entirely on 
the whim of the government of the day, it 
has hitherto been under the sole control of 
the lieutenant-governor who administers it 
as an official of the interior department, and 
the late amendments to the North-West act 
make no provision for placing it in any 
degree under the control of the representa- 
tives of the people upon whose account it is 
paid and for wheee benefit it is supposed to 
be expended. It te for the people to say at 
the coming elections whether they desire 
this condition of affairs to continue or wheth- 
er they will demand the control of their ows

STOLEN FURS. 
An interesting debate took place in the 
house of commons on May 17th on the mo- 
tion of Mr. Edgar for an investigation into 
the claim of Chas. Bremner of Bresaylor set- 
tlement near Battleford for the value of 
some $4,000 to $5,000 worth of fur, taken in 
charge from him by the military authorities 
in Battleford in '85, and of which he has 
never since had an account. In the spring 
of 85 Bremner was worth $20,000 in stock 
and property, including the furs mentioned, 
the product of the winter's trade at several 
outposts. At the outbreak of the rebellion 
he, with several of his neighbors preferred to 
remain at their own places rather than seek 
refuge in Battleford, as all the rest of the 
settlers in the district did. They finally 
joined the Indians under Poundmaker, part- 
ly as they alleged under compulsion and 
partly in the hope of saving most of their 
property, which the Indians would have de- 
stroyed had they remained at their homes. 
Bremner took his furs with him to the Indi- 
an camp and still held them when Pound · 
maker surrendered. Bremner and his neigh- 
bors beiag with Poundmaker were arrested 
as well as he, and their effects, including 
Bremner’s fur, taken charge of by the police 
or inilitary. After a short time Bremner and 
his friends were released with or without 
trial, but when they aeked for the restora- 
tion of the property taken from them at 
their arrest. Bremner's furs were missing 
and have remained so ever since. He billed 
the government for the furs, together with 
other losses, before the claims commission, 
but payment was refused on the ground that 
he had been arebel. Messrs, Edgar and 
Laurier pointed out that even if these men 
were rebels that gave government officials 
and military officers no right to steal their 
furs. To throw some light on the ultimate 
fate of the furs Mr. Kdgar read a copy of a 
letter received by Quartermaster Warden, of 
the police, at Battleford on July 6th, 85. 
The letter was dated Fort Pitt, 4th July, 85, 
and was addressed Dear Warden,” Gen. 
Middleton has instructed and authorized me 
to send you the present letter, desiring that 
you put up bales of fur for the undermen- 
tioned: Two bales for General Middleton. 
one for S. L. Bedson, and one for myself, 
Please select the best, and pack them down, 
as we will be down there to- morrow by boat, 
(Signed) Hayter Reed, Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Indians.” Minister of Justice 
Thompson made a long attack on Bremner 
and his friends, proving them to have been 
active rebels and therefore not entitled to 
ciaim damages for property destroyed by the 
Indians, but finally admitted that the mat- 
ter of the furs was ona different footing, and 
said that the late minister of interior had 
been pursuing an enquiry into the matter at 
the Lime of his death. He wished the house 
to understand that as regards that claim, 
the enquiry has not been concluded and will 
be pursued.”

O THE ELECTORS OF EDMONTON : 


GENTLEMEN :-—— . 

The writs having been issued you will 
shortly be called upon to select two men to 
represent you in the legislative assembly. 
Having had the honor of representing the 
Edmonton district in the North-West council 
during the past three sessions, and having 
been requested by a large number of the 
electors to again present myself for election 
1 have decided to appeal to you again and 
now ask for your support and influence. 

My record in the council is well known 
to you all and upon that you are now asked 
te pass judgment. If you are satisfied that 
I have done my duty and carried out as far 
as possible the pledges made in 1885, you 
should I think again vote for me. I am pre- 
pared to stand or fall by my course since you 
elected me. As that course has been in the 

ast, so will it be in the future. If you again 
fonds me by electing me as one of your first 


Territories my first and foremost aim will be 
to make the assembly as at present consti- 
tuted the last of its kind. In my opinion itis 
no improvement upon the council, in fact a 
shade or two worse. Believing that we are 
fully entitled toa full provincial form of 
government 1 will endeavor to secure the 
same, and as your representative will com- 
promise on nothing less, The council in the 
name of the people definitely requested the 
Dominion government in 1886 to grant the 
Territories responsible government. Through 
some family quarrel among the M. P.’s from 
the Territories no action was taken. Again 
in 1887 the council repeated the request of 
1886 and in answer to it we have been given 
what is called“ An Assembly,” but which is 
in reality nothing but the council with a new 
name. It was said in the house that the 
people of the Territories Had a holy hor- 
ror of responsible government.” It so then 
the council greatly misrepresented the views 
of their constituents. If you are satisfied 
with she prevailing condition of affairs, 1 most 
deecidedly misrepresented you on this 
question; but when you elected ine I was 
pledged to support responsible government 
aod if again returned I will be found advo- 
cating the same measure, 

The representation given this section is 
not what was asked for (both in 1886 
and 1887) and not what it is entitled to, 
therefore it will be my aim to secure larger 
representation for the present Edmonton 
district; Lac la Biche, Victoria and adjacent 
country should return one member and d- 
monton and St. Albert two combined, or one 
each, divided. Alberta is increasing in pop- 
ulation, wealth, and industries faster than 
either of the other provisional districts, and 
cannot allow her representation to be re- 
duced to the minimum. 


My views upon the question of license hae 
already been placed upon record, and they 
have not changed since then, Briefly: I 
believe in repealing the present inoperative 
law. The introduction of a license law of 
the most stringent and highest kind, leaving 
to the es of each provisional district the 
power of introducing the Canada Temper- 
ance Act whenever a majority of the electors 
80 desire. 

Tne representatives of St. Albert and 
Prince Albert, along with myself succeeded 
after a struggle extending over two sessions 
in passing a memorial asking the govern- 
ment to graut scrip to all Metis children 
born in the Territories since 1870. The coun- 
cil algo asked for scrip and medals for the N. 
W. M. Police and * home-guards,” and an 
immediate settlement of all rebellion claims 
both as to loss and accounts against the gov- 
ernmant for goods supplied, work done etc., 
according to contract. I regret that these 
recommendations were not acted on, but be: 
lieving that they are only just and fair it 


will give me pleasure to again move in the 
same direction, 


The district has received its full share of 
all funds over which the council had control, 
as well as its share of the monies voted by 
the federal government for roads in the 
North-West, and in the expenditure of these 
funds it has been my eudeavor to treat all 
sections of the country in an equitable man- 

ner, 

The district being so large and its settle. 
| Monts somewhat scattered it will be impos- 
sible for me to make a personal canvas be- 
tore the election, but 1 hope to have the 
| pleasure of addressing mest of the electurs 
at the various settlements aud explaining 
more fully my views upon these and other 
| important questions, In the meantime I will 
| brietly mention a few of the points which if 
elected will be advocated by me as vigorous:

1. That the government make a treaty 
with the Indians in the north, and also open 
aroad from here to the northern country, 
thus giving not only Edmonton but Alberta 
a market for its produce. 

2. That public buildings such as a court 
house, registry office, sheriff's office etc. be 
erected here. 

3. That liberal aid be given to branch lines 
of railways in the Territories and more 
especially to such railways whose objective 
points are in the district. Also that the as- 
sembly have the power to charter railways, 
and no disallowance. 

4. Improvement of the 
river. 

5. Increased postal accommodation for 
Edmonton and the north, including Lac la 
Biche and Athabasca Landing. 

6. The building of a telegraph line from 
Calgary to Edmonton and Athabasca Land- 
ing. 

7. Assistance to settlers from the old coun- 
try to the North-West. 

In conclusion I have but to say that in the 
discharge of my duties as one of your repre- 
sentatives I have been guided solely by what 
I considered to be for the best interests of 
the country, without respect to class or 
party aiid if you select me again for one ot 
your members the same considerations will 
still guide my course. If you are satisfied 
with my course and desire me to again serve 
you, it will give me great pleasure to do so, 
and I will feel highly honored by becoming 
your representative, but if not elected mv
